"Where a retail dealer operates a 


wagon-mine, hauling coal direct from 
the mine to the consumer, the Fuel 
Administration rules that to that ex- 
tent he is operating a wagon-mine 
and nrast observe the prices of a 
wagon-mine, and not those of a retail 
yard.

The new plant, with 
640 ovens, 


wosrid- be the largest bj-produqt coke 
plant In the country were it not that 
the enlarfenient of the Gary plant 
from 560 to TOO ovens is nearly com- 
pleted. It l> the intention later, how- 
ever, to double the Clairton plant, 
making it 1 280 ovens, and as no such 
plant is contemplated elsewhere Uie 
probability" Is that eventually, and for 
rears, the Clair*on plant will be the 
largest in the norld 


The present plant, with 640 ovens 


Is designed to carbonize 4100,000 net 
tons of coal a year, producing 2,740 - 
000 net tons of furnace coke besides 
245,000 tons of coke breeze and var- 
ious important by-profhicts 
The out- 


put could fall somewhat Short of this 
estimate and still amount to SO 000 
tons of coke a week, >o that the im- 
portance can be realized. As a'prac 
tical standard of comparison, it may 
be observed that- In the first nine 
weeks ot thla year Connell&ville coke 
shipment:, as ihown by The Courier 9 
statistics, averaged 267,000 tons per 
week, and the supply was very far in.-

the Edgar Thompson, Carrie and Du- 
quesne furnaces of the Carnegie Steel 
company, nearby, and accessible over 
the Union railroad ot the company 
"When the plant is doubled these fur- 
nace* will be entirely supplied, and 
there will be a surplus, estimated at 
a million tons a year, to be distribut- 
ed to Carnegie furnaces accessible by 
a short water haul, the two Lucy and 
three Isabella on the the Allegheny 
liver and Edith and Neville on the 
Ohio river 


The addition of this coke-making 


capacity Is not In Itself especially im- 
portant at this time, when there is 
so much idle capacity In the Con- 
nellsrille region 
The importance at 


this time comes from the fact that no 
transportation on toe regular 
rail 


roads will be required, as all the coal 
will be brought by water and the 
coke will mov* on the interplant road 


At the Palmer, Dilworth, Maiwell, 


Gates, Lamber*, Edenborn, Lcckrone, 
Ronco and Bridgeport mines, in the 
Connellsvllle region, 
the 
facilities 


have been Improved in the past year, 
to obtain a greater output and to 
provide for shipping it by water, while 
RalpI mine is being reopened. In 
1»17 the corporation spent Jl.%94 - 
711 for improving these mines, this 
being apart from the 17,941,229 spent 
during the year at Clairton on the by- 
product plant proper 


While the plant is commonly spok- 


en of as belonging to the Carnegie 
Steel company the work is conducted 
under a separate corporate name, that 
of the Clairton By-product Coke com- 
pany. In 1917 there were acquired, 
for the water service of the plant, one 
steamer for towing, and 16 steel and 
eight wooden barges, while addition- 
al facilities are being provided 


The United States Steel Corpora- 


tion's coke production, both by pro- 
duct and beehive, decreased by 1,- 
440,2*7 tons from 1916 to 1917, the 
decrease being due wholly to inade- 
quacy of transportation, and the out- 
put of pig iron decreased by a still 
larger amount, because with irregu- 
lar working of furnaces the coke con- 
sumption per ton of pig iron increas- 
ed. The Clairton plant will have a 
coke capacity about double the 1917 
*eflcit in coke

Of all the military measures em-

—bad settled Into a grim contest of en- 
durance. In the cast, where the tnsur- 
rectos were practically supreme, there 
was food of a sort, but beyond the Ju- 
caro-Uoron trocha—the old one of 
Campos' building—tbe country was 
sick. Immediately west of It, In that 
district which the Cubans caned Lai 
Villas, the land lay dying, while the 
entire provinces of llatanzos, Eabana 
and Plnar del Rio were practically 
dead. These three were skeletons, 
picked bare of flesh by Weyler's beak. 


The Jucnro-Moron trocha bad been 


greatly strengthened since Campos' 
day It followed the line of tbe trans- 
Insular railway. Dotted at every quar- 
ter of a mile along the grade were lit- 
tle forts connected by telephone and 
telegraph lines

nas were sentry stations of logs or rail- 
road ties. Eyes were keen, rifles were
